Resolution  urging  Senator  Barbara  Boxer,  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  and  U.S. 
Representative  Nancy  Pelosi  to  oppose  any  attempts  to  expand  the  Patriot  Act,  to 
prevent  the  reauthorization  of  any  Patriot  Act  provisions,  and  to  allow  Patriot  Act 
provisions  to  expire. 

WHEREAS,  The  USA  Patriot  Act  was  enacted  a  mere  45  days  after  the  September  1 1 
attacks;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  of  enactment,  Congress  overwhelmingly  voted  to  make  certain 
Patriot  Act  provisions  subject  to  review  and  expiration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congress  will  soon  consider  the  10%  of  the  Act  which  will  expire  and 
sunset  in  December  of  2005;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Act's  provisions  radically  curtail  the  fundamental  checks  and  balances 
needed  to  prevent  abuses  by  federal  law  enforcement  through  revision  of  the  nation's 
surveillance  laws,  expansion  of  the  government's  authority  to  spy  on  its  own  citizens, 
decreasing  judicial  oversight;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Act's  provisions  significantly  weakened  standard  constitutional 
protections  including  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  right  to  due  process,  the  Fourth  Amendment 
right  to  privacy,  the  First  Amendment  freedoms  of  speech,  religion,  and  the  press;  and,

comply  with  the  Act  even  if  compliance  means  the  violation  of  constitutional  rights;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  federal  government  has  not  demonstrated  whether  such  activities 
deter  terrorism;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Justice  has  not  provided  specific  details  to  the  public 
on  how  the  Patriot  Act  provisions  have  been  implemented  and  used;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  9/11  Commission  provided  recommendations  that  curtail  the  scope 
federal  investigative  authority  under  the  Act;  now  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  property- 
based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known  as  the  "Noe  Valley  Community 
Benefit  District  (CBD),"  to  order  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  multi-year  assessment,  and 
setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  hearing  thereon. 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law")  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
business  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such 
business  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code 
("Article  15")  augments  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating  to  the 
formation  of  property  and  business  improvement  districts  and  assessments  on  real  property  or 
businesses  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
on  real  property  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting 
activities  and  property-related  services  that  specially  benefit  real  property  located  within  such 
districts;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the 
California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating 
to  assessments  on  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirements  relating  to  assessments  on  real  property  within  a  proposed  property  and 
business  improvement  district,  also  known  as  a  community  benefit  district  ("CBD");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  property-related  services,  activities 
and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  real  property  within  the  proposed  district 
will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  to  the  assessed  properties  over  and  above  the  general 
benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  property  owners  who  will  pay  more  than  30  percent  of  the  total 
amount  of  assessments  on  properties  within  the  proposed  district  signed  and  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  (the  "Petition")  requesting  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  establish  a  property-based  community  benefit  district  to  be  named  the  "Noe 
Valley  Community  Benefit  District  (CBD),"  and  to  levy  assessments  on  properties  located  in 
the  proposed  district  to  fund  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  within  the 
district;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Noe  Valley  Community  Benefit 
District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed  district  and 
assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  map 
showing  all  identified  parcels  located  in  the  district,  a  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
district,  the  name  of  the  district,  the  amount  of  the  proposed  assessment  for  each  identified 
parcel,  the  total  annual  amount  chargeable  to  the  entire  district,  the  duration  of  the  payments, 
the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  by  the  assessments 
for  each  year  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof,  the  method  and  basis  upon  which  the 
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assessments  are  calculated  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each  property  owner  to  calculate  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or  her  property,  a  statement  that  no  bonds 
will  be  issued,  the  time  and  manner  of  collecting  the  assessments,  and  a  list  of  the  properties 
to  be  assessed  (including  assessor  parcel  numbers),  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  detailed  engineer's  report  entitled  "District  Assessment  Engineer's 
Report"  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  district  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  the  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Noe  Valley  Community  Benefit  District"  (the  "District"),  and  to  levy  and 
collect  assessments  against  all  parcels  of  real  property  in  the  district  for  a  period  of  15  years, 
commencing  with  fiscal  year  2005-2006,  beginning  January  1,  2006  and  ending  December 
31 ,  2020,  subject  to  approval  by  a  majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District  whose  ballots 
shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  their  affected 
properties.  No  bonds  will  be  issued. 

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the 
property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan  and  the 
assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities 
and  improvements.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  and  the  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050923. 
The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management  District  Plan,  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report  and  other  documents  related  to  the  District  available  to  the  public  for  review 
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during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding 
legal  holidays. 

Section  3.     The  boundaries  of  the  District  are  along  24th  Street  from  Douglas  St.  to 
Church  St.,  and  along  Castro  Street  from  Elizabeth  St.  to  25lh  St.,  as  set  forth  in  the  map 
contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  050923  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.

A  public  hearing  on  the  establishment  of  the  District,  and  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  starting  with  fiscal  year  2005-2006  and  continuing  through  the  first 
half  of  fiscal  year  2020-2021,  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  August 
2,  2005  at  3:00  p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard,  in  the  Board's 
Legislative  Chambers,  Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San 
Francisco,  California,  94102.  At  this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  public 
testimony  regarding  the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  assessments,  boundaries  of  the 
District,  including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against  establishment  of  the 
District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specific  types  of  property-related 
services,  improvements  or  activities.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in 
the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects 
in  the  proceedings.  All  protests  submitted  by  affected  property  owners  and  received  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  public  testimony  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  tabulated  to 
determine  whether  a  majority  protest  exists. 

Section  5.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of 
Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  050877. 

Section  6.     The  proposed  property-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include  a  Public  Rights  of  Way  and  Sidewalk  Operations  component,  consisting  of 
regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping,  periodic  sidewalk  steam  cleaning,  spot  steam  cleaning 
as  necessary,  safe  passage  programs  for  visitors  and  employees,  minor  security  services, 
beautification,  decorations;  enhanced  trash  emptying  in  the  public  rights  of  way,  removal  of 
bulky  items,  graffiti  removal  within  24  hours,  installation  and  maintenance  of  banners  and/or 
decorations,  tree  and  plant  maintenance  and  planting;  equipment,  supplies,  tools,  vehicle 
maintenance  and  insurance,  maintenance  personnel  and  supervisor  costs;  a  District  Identity 
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and  Streetscape  Improvements  component,  consisting  of  special  events,  web  site,  pedestrian 
kiosks  and  wayfinding  signage  system,  enhanced  beautification,  flower  pots  on  street  lights, 
marketing  and  promotions,  advertising,  walking  map,  public  space  development,  historical 
markers  and  public  art;  an  Administrative  and  Corporate  Operations  component,  consisting  of 
staff  and  administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related  expenses,  financial  reporting, 
developing  parking  strategies  with  the  City,  communications,  and  repayment  of  district 
formation  costs;  and  a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for  delinquencies,  a  reserve  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.     The  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  fiscal  year  2005- 
2006  is  $932,413.  The  amount  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  subsequent  years  up  through 
the  first  half  of  fiscal  year  2020-2021  may  be  increased  annually  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  not  to  exceed  5  percent. 

Section  9.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  Section  53753  of  the  Government  Code,  Section  4  of  Article  XIIID  of  the  California 
Constitution,  Section  16.112  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  67.7-1  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code.

WHEREAS,  The  Schlage  Lock  company  operated  a  large  plant  in  the  Visitacion  Valley 
section  of  San  Francisco  for  the  better  part  of  a  century,  providing  jobs  for  areas  residents  and

WHEREAS,  Ingersoll  Rand,  the  parent  company  of  Schlage  Lock,  closed  the  plant  in 
1999,  indicating  a  wish  to  sell  the  property;  and,

area  in  order  to  prevent  inappropriate  development  and  to  allow  a  community-based  planning 
process  to  proceed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Supervisor  Maxwell  and  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Department  sponsored  a  series  of  community  planning  workshops  in  the  winter  and  spring  of 
2002  to  formulate  a  community  plan  for  the  re-use  of  the  20-acre  site;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  community  planning  workshops,  involving  several  hundred  residents 
of  Visitacion  Valley  and  surrounding  neighborhoods,  produced  the  written  report  entitled

WHEREAS,  In  the  United  States,  service  in  the  Armed  Forces  by  lesbian,  gay,  and 
bisexual  Americans  has  been  at  question  for  many  years,  leading  to  the  creation  of  the 
National  Defense  Authorization  Act  of  1994  (Public  Law  103-160),  more  commonly  known  as 
the  "Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell,  Don't  Pursue,  Don't  Harass"  or  simply  the  "Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell" 
policy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Servicemembers  Legal  Defense  Network  has  found  that  this  policy  of 
"Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell"  led  to  the  discharge  of  nearly  10,000  servicemembers  in  its  first  ten 
years,  including  nearly  800  with  "critical  skills,"  of  which  322  were  linguists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Armed  Forces  is  currently  unable  to  meet  its  own 
recruiting  goals,  thus  forcing  National  Guard  and  Reserve  members  to  serve  extended  tours 
of  duty,  while  at  the  same  time  highly  qualified  and  patriotic  gay,  lesbian,  and  bisexual 
Americans  are  prevented  from  serving  solely  because  of  their  sexual  orientation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Low  troop  levels  put  national  security  at  risk  through  lack  of  personnel, 
inadequate  training,  increased  troop  fatigue  and  stress,  and  decreased  morale;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell"  policy  also  affects  national  security  and  military 
readiness  in  more  insidious  manners,  including  harassment,  violence,  secrecy,  and  lack  of 
confidential  medical  care,  all  of  which  undermine  unit  cohesion;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Defense  has  issued  four  reports  since  1957  examining 
the  presence  of  lesbian,  gay,  and  bisexual  servicemembers  in  the  Armed  Forces,  with 
findings  indicating  that  these  servicemembers  do  not  pose  security  risks  nor  impair  military 
readiness,  but  rather  perform  their  duties  as  well  as  heterosexual  servicemembers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lesbian,  gay,  and  bisexual  servicemembers  have  served  and  are  serving 
bravely  and  honorably  in  all  branches  of  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  and  in  all  locations, 
national  and  international,  numbering  one  million  veterans  and  65,000  active  duty  personnel, 
according  to  the  Servicemembers  Legal  Defense  Network;  and 

WHEREAS,  Top  United  States  national  security  agencies  do  not  discriminate  against 
their  personnel  based  on  sexual  orientation,  rather,  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security, 
the  Central  Intelligence  Agency,  the  Defense  Intelligence  Agency,  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  and  the  National  Security  Agency  all  allow  personnel  to  serve  openly,  leaving 
the  Armed  Forces  as  the  only  agency  in  the  federal  government  that  still  uses  sexual 
orientation  to  discriminate  in  employment  decisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  America's  allies,  including  Israel,  Australia,  Canada,  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  allow  lesbian,  gay,  and  bisexual  servicemembers  to  serve  openly  in  their 
militaries,  and  the  United  Kingdom  now  actively  recruits  these  servicemembers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Servicemembers  Legal  Defense  Network  finds  that  American 
taxpayers  spend  nearly  $26  million  a  year  training  replacements  for  servicemembers 
discharged  under  the  "Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell"  policy,  with  unknown  costs  associated  with  the 
actual  discharge  of  these  servicemembers  and  non-monetary  costs  to  troop  cohesion  and 
morale  associated  with  the  loss  of  unit  members;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Urban  Institute,  using  data  from  Census  2000,  has  counted  over 
15,000  gay  and  lesbian  veterans  living  in  San  Francisco  alone;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  National  security  and  military  readiness  will  be  best  served  by  allowing 
every  willing  and  able  American  to  serve  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces,  without  regard  to 
sexual  orientation;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  their  report  would  trigger  a  response  by  law  enforcement  and/or  APS  staff 
with  expertise  in  investigating  and  intervening  in  such  incidents,  before  the  victim's  assets  are

WHEREAS,  The  vacation  of  the  22nd  Street  right-of-way  between  Arkansas  and 
Connecticut  Streets  (the  "Street  Area")  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City") 
has  been  proposed  in  order  to  facilitate  (i)  the  use  of  the  major  portion  of  such  area  as  a 
community  garden  and  (ii)  the  sale  of  the  remaining  portion  of  such  area  (the  "Sale  Portion") 
to  Michael  Lanza,  the  neighboring  landowner  (the  "Purchaser")  pursuant  to  an  Agreement  for 
Sale  of  Real  Estate,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Clerk")  in 
File  No.  050084,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Street  Area  is  shown  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  SUR  Map 
No.  6003,  dated  July  1 ,  2004,  a  copy  of  which,  marked  to  show  the  Sale  Portion  and  the 
Easement  Portion  (as  defined  below),  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  in  File  No.  050084  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  a  letter  dated  July  30,  2004  (the  "DPW  Letter"),  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  found  that:  (i)  the  Street  Area  is  no  longer  necessary  for  the  City's  present  or

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("PG&E")  for  power  and  gas  transmission  purposes.  A  copy  of  the  DPW  Letter  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  in  File  No.  050084  and  is  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  as  its  own  and  incorporates  by  reference  herein  as  if  fully 
set  forth  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  set  forth  in  the  DPW 
Letter  concerning  the  vacation  of  the  Street  Area  and  other  actions  in  furtherance  thereof; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  that  the  City  reserve  and 
except  from  the  vacation  of  the  Street  Area  the  non-exclusive  easement  and  right  (or  license) 
for  the  benefit  of  SBC  and  PG&E,  in,  upon,  and  over  those  certain  portions  of  the  Street  Area, 
except  for  the  Sale  Portion,  in  which  PG&E's  in-place  and  functioning  facilities  are  currently 
located  as  described  in  the  map  on  file  with  the  Clerk  in  File  No.  050084,  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  maintain,  operate,  repair  and  remove  such  existing  lines  of  pipe,  conduits, 
cables,  wires,  poles  and  other  convenient  structures,  equipment  and  fixtures  for  the  operation 
of  existing  gas  pipelines,  telegraphic,  telecommunication  and  telephone  lines,  and  existing 
street  lighting  facilities,  and  existing  facilities  for  transportation  or  distribution  of  electric 
energy,  and  reasonable  access  to  the  foregoing  facilities  for  the  purposes  set  forth  above; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  convenience  and  necessity  further  require  that  any  reserved  or 
excepted  easements  or  licenses  for  existing  utilities  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
shall  be  terminated  upon  the  earlier  of  (i)  the  termination  of  any  applicable  easement,  license 
or  similar  agreement  entered  into  with  PG&E  or  SBC  pursuant  to  its  terms,  or  (ii)  the 
determination  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  that  (A)  reasonable  alternative  utility  service  has 
been  provided  to  the  areas  served  by  such  utilities  for  the  period  of  service  needed  or  (B)  the 
areas  served  by  the  utilities  no  longer  require  such  service  (as  may  be  evidenced  by  written 
notice  of  the  owners  being  served  that  such  service  is  no  longer  required);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Any  removal  or  relocation  of  a  utility  for  which  an  easement  or  license  has 
been  reserved  or  excepted  herein  for  the  benefit  of  any  party  shall  be  performed  at  no  cost  or 
expense  to  the  City,  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  any  future 
owner  of  any  portion  of  the  Street  Area  from  charging  a  third  party  for  or  otherwise  causing  a 
third  party  to  bear  the  costs  of  such  relocation  where  such  charge  or  cost  is  otherwise 
permitted  by  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Except  as  specifically  provided  above,  the  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  no  easements  or  other  rights  be  reserved  for  any  public  utility  facilities  that 
are  in  place  in  the  Street  Area  and  that  any  rights  based  on  any  such  public  utility  facilities  be 
extinguished;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  that  the  City  reserve  a  non- 
exclusive temporary  easement  over  a  18'  by  125'  portion  of  the  Street  Area  immediately 
adjacent  to  Purchaser's  lots  and  Arkansas  Street,  as  marked  on  the  map  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
in  File  No.  050084  (the  "Easement  Portion"),  to  provide  Purchaser  with  pedestrian  and 
vehicular  access  to  Puchaser's  interior  lot,  which  otherwise  would  not  be  accessible  from  the 
public  right-of-way  upon  the  vacation  of  the  Street  Area,  such  easement  to  terminate  upon  the 
consummation  of  the  sale  of  the  Sale  Portion  to  Purchaser;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  convenience  and  necessity  further  require  that  the  reserved 
easement  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  terminated  upon  the  consummation 
of  the  sale  of  the  Sale  Portion  to  Purchaser  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  quitclaim  deed 
relating  to  the  Sale  Portion  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Sale  Agreement,  provided  that  if  such 
quitclaim  deed  is  not  executed  and  delivered  then  such  easement  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  22,  2003,  the  Director  of  City  Planning  (the  "Director  of 
Planning")  sent  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  in  File  No.  050084  and 
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incorporated  herein  by  reference,  wherein  the  Director  of  Planning  (i)  found  that  the  proposed 
vacation  of  the  Street  Area  is,  on  balance,  in  conformity  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and 
consistent  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  and  (ii)  determined  that 
the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  California

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  (the  "Commission")  was 
established  in  1964  with  a  mandate  to  address  the  causes  of  and  problems  resulting  from 
prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry  and  discrimination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  over  forty  years  the  Commission  has  advanced  the  cause  of  civil 
rights  in  San  Francisco  by  advocating  for  civil  rights  protections,  mediating  disputes, 
investigating  discrimination  claims,  issuing  findings  of  fact,  and  providing  information  to  the 
public  about  issues  of  discrimination  and  human  rights  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  June  1990,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  re-affirmed  the  critical  and 
ongoing  relevance  and  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  by  establishing  it  as  a 
Charter  Commission  with  authority  to  investigate  complaints  of  unlawful  discrimination  and 
ensure  the  civil  rights  of  all  person;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  26,  2005  the  Commission  issued  a  Director's  Finding  in  the 
matter  of  Derek  Turner,  Michael  Wyllis,  et  al  v.  SF  Badlands  (the  "Finding")  based  on  a  10- 
month  investigation  of  numerous  complaints  of  race-  and  gender-based  discrimination 
between  2001  and  2004  against  SF  Badlands  and  its  owner,  Les  Natali;  and,

Resolution  urging  the  City  Attorney  to  diligently  pursue  code  enforcement 
actions  in  order  to  address  a  medical  cannabis  dispensary  at  1939-1945  Ocean  Avenue 
which  is  in  violation  of  the  Planning  Code. 

WHEREAS,  Substantial  construction  activities  appear  to  have  taken  place  at  1939- 
1945  Ocean  Avenue  (hereinafter  "Property")  in  the  past  three  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  No  building  permits  have  been  sought  at  the  Property  since  March  of 
2002,  when  the  occupancy  of  the  property  was  described  in  City  records  as  "food  and 
beverage  handling";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Concerned  neighbors  of  the  Property  contacted  various  City  agencies  in 
mid-March  2005  to  allege  that  the  Property  was  being  converted  for  use  as  a  medical 
cannabis  dispensary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  21,  2005,  Staff  from  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department 
(hereinafter  "Planning  Department")  verified  that  the  Property  did  not  contain  any  operating 
business  of  any  kind  but  that  recent  improvements  to  the  Property,  indicative  of  a  new 
potential  tenancy,  were  visible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  (hereinafter  "Planning 
Department")  issued  a  "Notice  of  Alleged  Violation"  on  March  22,  2005,  alleging  that  the 
property  was  being  converted  for  use  as  a  medical  cannabis  dispensary  without  the  required 
permits;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (hereinafter  "Board  of 
Supervisors")  adopted  Urgency  Ordinance  64-05  which  imposed  an  interim  45-day  zoning 
moratorium  on  all  new  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  on  March  29,  2005;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Urgency  Ordinance  98-05  on  May  17, 
2005,  extending  that  moratorium  by  an  additional  six  months;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  received  no  response  from  the  owner  of  the 
property  that  would  indicate  the  allegations  made  in  the  Notice  of  Alleged  Violation  were 
erroneous;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  commercial  medical  cannabis  dispensary  has  opened  for  business  at 
the  Property  following  the  enactment  of  the  moratorium;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Neighbors  of  the  Property  as  well  as  members  of  the  Ocean  Avenue 
merchant  and  residential  communities  have  reported  incidences  of  marijuana  smoking  on 
adjacent  sidewalks  and  in  the  broader  neighborhood,  loitering,  double  parking,  the  blocking  of 
nearby  driveways,  the  resale  of  medical  cannabis  to  non-medical  clientele  by  establishment 
customers,  and  patronage  of  the  facility  by  large  groups  of  energetic,  outwardly  healthy  young 
males;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  transmitted  relevant  information  to  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  on  June  3,  2005  requesting  assistance  in  remedying  the  aforementioned 
violation  of  the  Planning  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  continued  violation  has  a  significant  adverse  effect  on  the  quality  of 
life  of  residents,  merchants,  and  visitors  to  the  immediate  and  broader  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proximity  of  the  dispensary  to  two  pre-existing  medical  cannabis 
dispensaries  may  contribute  to  an  over-saturation  of  such  uses  in  the  neighborhood;  and,

WHEREAS,  If  the  state  committee  decides  to  heavily  participate  in  a  city  county 
election,  it  does  not  need  to  follow  city  or  disclosure  regulations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  have  been  incidents  of  general  purpose  committees  skirting  local 
regulations  by  registering  as  a  state  committee,  and  as  a  result,  there  is  less  opportunity  for 
campaign  finance  transparency  on  the  local  level;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  1391  defines  a  state  general  purpose  committee  as  such  if  50  percent 
or  more  of  its  contributions  are  spent  on  an  election.  If  a  committee  spends  50  percent  or 
more  of  its  contributions  in  a  county  election,  then  it  is  considered  a  county  general  purpose 
committee.  If  a  committee  spends  50  percent  or  more  of  its  contributions  in  a  city  election, 
then  it  is  considered  a  city  general  purpose  committee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  setting  out  definitive  contribution  thresholds,  AB  1391  clarifies  the 
distinction  between  committees  and  prevents  a  state  committee  from  tunneling  a  majority  of 
funds  to  a  local  committee  without  local  disclosure;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Because  existing  law  defines  the  term  "county,"  for  the  purposes  of  the 
PRA  (Political  Reform  Act),  to  include  a  city  and  county,  a  general  purpose  committee  that  is 
involved  primarily  in  supporting  and  opposing  candidates  and  measures  in  San  Francisco  (a 
consolidated  city  and  county)  is  considered  a  county  general  purpose  committee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  county  general  purpose  committees  are  required  to  file  pre-election 
statements  only  in  connection  with  state  election  dates,  city  general  purpose  committees  are 
required  to  file  pre-election  in  connection  with  elections  held  in  that  city;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  FPPC  (Fair  Political  Practices  Commission),  general 
purpose  committees  in  San  Francisco  are  not  filing  pre-election  statements  in  connection  with 
local  San  Francisco  elections  because,  as  county  general  purpose  committees,  these 
committees  are  only  required  to  file  pre-election  statements  for  state  elections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  1391  specifies  that  general  purpose  committees  that  are  involved 
primarily  in  supporting  and  opposing  candidates  and  in  a  consolidated  city  and  county  are 
considered  city  general  purpose  committees,  thereby  requiring  such  general  committees  to 
file  pre-election  statements  in  connection  with  local  elections  held  in  the  consolidated  city  and 
county  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  reaffirms  its  commitment  to  full  and  accurate 
campaign  finance  disclosure;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  interests  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  desirous  of  promoting  the  use  of 
renewable  energy  for  its  citizens;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Electrical  energy  production  from  fossil  fuels,  such  as  coal  fired  power 
plants,  are  especially  significant  sources  of  greenhouse  gases  that  cause  global  warming; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  awarded  a  Public  Interest  Energy 
Research  (PIER)  grant  to  San  Francisco's  Public  Utilities  Commission,  through  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Department  of  Water  and  Power,  to  study  the  feasibility  of  tapping  the  Pacific  Direct 
Current  Intertie  (PDCI)  in  northern  Nevada  to  bring  significant  quantities  of  renewable  energy 
to  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission's  Public  Interest  Energy  Research 
(PIER)  Program  supports  energy  research,  development  and  demonstration  (RD&D)  projects 
that  will  help  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  California  by  bringing  environmentally  safe, 
affordable  and  reliable  energy  services  and  products  to  the  marketplace;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PIER  grant-funded  study  determined  that  it  is  feasible  to  tap  the  PDCI

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WHEREAS,  Sempra  Generation,  a  subsidiary  of  Sempra  Energy  Company,  is 
proposing  to  construct  a  1450  megawatt  coal  fired  power  plant,  Granite  Fox,  in  northern 
Nevada  that  would  tap  into  the  PDCI  and  use  capacity  on  the  line  that  could  otherwise  be 
used  to  develop  and  transmit  renewable  energy  determined  feasible  by  the  PIER  study;  and,

or  coal  fired  power,  but  not  both;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Sempra  coal  fired  power  plant  would  cause  significant

WHEREAS,  The  Transportation  Equity  Act  for  the  21st  Century  (TEA21)  and  the  TEA21 
Restoration  Act  continue  the  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP)  and  the  Congestion 
Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (CMAQ);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  TEA21  legislation  will  guide  STP,  CMAQ,  and  Transportation 
Enhancements  programming  until  a  TEA-21  Reauthorization  bill  is  authorized;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  TEA-21,  and  the  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  eligible 
project  sponsors  wishing  to  receive  STP  or  CMAQ  grants  for  a  project  shall  submit  an 
application  first  with  the  appropriate  metropolitan  transportation  planning  organization  (MPO), 
for  review  and  inclusion  in  the  MPO's  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP);  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  is  the  MPO  for  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DPW  is  an  eligible  project  sponsor  for  STP  or  CMAQ  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority,  on  behalf  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  submitted  an  application  to  MTC  for  Additional  FY  2004-05 
Federal  STP/CMAC  funds  -  Cycle  1  Funding  Augmentation  from  the  STP  Improvement 
Program  in  Fiscal  Year  2004-05  for  the  following  projects:  $1 ,500,000  for  the  North  Point

project  costs  of  $2,372,881  as  defined  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  and 
administered  by  Caltrans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  non-federal  share  will  be  paid  for  with  local  half-cent  sales  tax 
administered  by  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  non-federal  share  of  the  total  costs  of  the  projects  is  $1,941,250 
which  is  greater  than  the  required  1 1 .5  percent  local  match;  and,

[Urging  support  of  the  Hinchey-Rohrbacher  amendment  to  the  Science,  State,  Justice  and 
Commerce  Appropriations  bill  to  prohibit  federal  medicinal  cannabis  enforcement.] 

Resolution  urging  U.S.  Representative  of  the  8th  Congressional  District  of  California 
and  Minority  Leader  of  the  United  States  Congress  Nancy  Pelosi  to  use  all  resources  at 
her  disposal  to  pass  the  Hinchey-Rohrbacher  amendment  to  the  Science,  State,  Justice 
and  Commerce  (SSJC)  Appropriations  bill. 

WHEREAS,  The  residents  of  California  are  still  in  danger  of  federal  arrest,  prosecution 
and  imprisonment  given  the  recent  United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  in  Gonzales  v. 
Raich  (2005);  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1970,  Congress  passed  the  Comprehensive  Drug  Abuse  Prevention 
and  Control  Act  of  1970  {Chapter  13  (commencing  with  Section  801)  of  Title  21  of  the  United 
States  Code),  classifying  cannabis  as  a  "Schedule  I"  controlled  substance,  which  means  that 
the  drug  or  other  substance  has  a  high  potential  for  abuse,  the  drug  or  other  substance  has 
no  currently  accepted  medicinal  use  in  treatment  in  the  United  States,  and  there  is  a  lack  of 
accepted  safety  for  use  of  the  drug  or  other  substance  under  medical  supervision;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  intervening  33  years  since  cannabis  was  classified  as  a  Schedule  I 
controlled  substance,  studies  have  indicated  that  cannabis  is  therapeutic  in  the  treatment  of  a 
number  of  serious  ailments,  and  is  less  toxic  and  less  costly  than  many  conventional 
medicines  for  which  it  may  be  substituted;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  A  well-established  medicinal  use  of  cannabis  is  as  an  antinauseant  for 
chemotherapy  for  cancer  treatment  for  patients  who  do  not  respond  well  to  other  antinausea 
medications;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  federally  commissioned  1999  report  by  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  determined  that  the  active  components  of  cannabis  are  potentially  effective  in 
treating  pain,  nausea,  and  AIDS  wasting,  as  well  as  symptoms  associated  with  other 
conditions,  including  multiple  sclerosis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  cannabis  alleviates  nausea,  vomiting,  and  loss  of  appetite 
experienced  by  many  AIDS  patients,  without  accelerating  the  rate  at  which  persons  who  are 
HIV  positive  develop  clinical  AIDS  or  other  illnesses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  1982  report  by  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  suggested  that 
cannabis  reduces  interocular  pressure  in  patients  suffering  from  glaucoma,  which  is  the 
leading  cause  of  blindness  in  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Clinical  evidence  also  points  to  the  effectiveness  of  cannabis  as  a 
therapeutic  agent  in  the  treatment  of  a  variety  of  spastic  conditions,  such  as  multiple 
sclerosis,  paraplegia,  epilepsy,  and  quadriplegia;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1999  National  Academy  of  Sciences  report  noted  that  cannabis 
seems  to  alleviate  muscle  spasms  associated  with  multiple  sclerosis;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Researchers  from  the  University  of  San  Francisco  have  found  that  the  use 
of  cannabis  modulates  pain  signals  in  much  the  same  way  as  morphine  and  other  opiates, 
and  the  report  from  the  Institute  of  Medicine  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  concluded 
that  cannabis  use  can  produce  significant  analgesic  effects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  results  of  this  research  have  led  the  Society  for  Neuroscience  to 
pronounce  that  cannabis  could  relieve  the  pain  of  tens  of  millions  of  Americans  each  year; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  indicates  that  cannabis  compounds  may  protect  brain  cells 
during  a  stroke,  and  researchers  at  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health  have  called 
compounds  in  cannabis  potent  antioxidants,  which  are  relied  on  by  doctors  to  protect  stroke 
victims  from  toxic  levels  of  a  brain  chemical  called  glutamate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  legal  prohibition  against  physicians  prescribing  cannabis, 
many  medical  oncologists  accept  cannabis's  medical  use  in  treatment  and  therefore 
recommend  it  to  patients  to  ease  their  pain  and  suffering;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1999  National  Academy  of  Sciences  report  concluded  that  cannabis 
is  "promising  for  treating  wasting  syndrome  in  AIDS  patients,"  and  that  for  patients  who  are 
undergoing  chemotherapy  and  who  suffer  simultaneously  from  severe  pain,  nausea,  and 
appetite  loss,  "cannabinoid  drugs  might  offer  broad-spectrum  relief  not  found  in  any  other 
single  medication,"  and  that  "[t]here  will  likely  always  be  a  subpopulation  of  patients  who  do 
not  respond  well  to  other  medications";  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Between  1978  and  1996,  legislatures  in  34  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  passed  laws  recognizing  the  therapeutic  value  of  cannabis,  and  23  of  those  laws 
remain  in  effect  today;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  1996,  nine  states  have  accepted  the  medical  use  of  cannabis  in 
treatment  and  have  passed  laws  allowing  a  seriously  ill  patient  with  a  recommendation  from 
his  or  her  physician  to  possess  and  use  cannabis  for  medicinal  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  nine  states  that  have  adopted  compassionate  medical  cannabis  laws 
by  voter  initiative  include  California,  Alaska,  Arizona,  Colorado,  Maine,  Nevada,  Oregon, 
Washington,  and  Montana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Legislatures  of  the  States  of  Hawaii  and  Vermont  passed  similar 
medical  cannabis  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  5,  1996,  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  adopted  the 
Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1 996  (Proposition  21 5),  codified  in  Section  1 1 362.5  of  the  Health 
and  Safety  Code,  in  order  to  allow  seriously  ill  residents  of  the  state  who  have  the  oral  or 
written  recommendation  of  a  physician  to  use  cannabis  for  medicinal  purposes  without  fear  of 
criminal  liability  under  state  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  laws  do  not  legalize  cannabis  or  alter  criminal  penalties  regarding 
the  possession  or  cultivation  of  cannabis  for  recreational  use,  they  do  not  establish  a  legal 
supply  for  patients  to  obtain  the  drug,  and  they  do  not  authorize  physicians  to  prescribe 
cannabis,  which  remains  classified  as  a  Schedule  I  drug  under  California  law;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  These  laws  merely  provide  a  narrow  exemption  from  prosecution  for 
patients  who  use  cannabis  for  medicinal  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  these  laws  protect  patients  physicians  from  state  criminal 
penalties,  they  do  not  shield  patients  or  their  physicians  from  federal  prosecution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  adoption  of  this  initiative  in  California,  a  terminally  ill  patient 
may  be  prosecuted  under  federal  law  for  possessing  cannabis  for  medicinal  use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  majority  of  Americans  support  legalizing  the  medicinal  use  of  cannabis 
for  seriously  ill  patients,  and  the  results  of  a  March  26,  1999,  Gallup  poll  show  that  73  percent 
of  Americans  support  making  cannabis  available  to  doctors  so  they  may  prescribe  it;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Compassion  demands  that  we  allow  seriously  ill  citizens  of  the  United 
States  to  gain  access  to,  possess,  and  use  cannabis  to  alleviate  their  pain  and  suffering;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Medical  professionals  in  our  society  should  not  be  required  to  subject 
themselves  to  the  threat  of  federal  criminal  prosecution  in  order  to  treat  patients  with  a 
substance  that  has  been  widely  accepted  by  their  profession  as  an  effective  treatment  for 
certain  symptoms  or  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Los  Angeles  Cannabis  Resource  Center  (LACRC)  operated,  pursuant 
to  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council  of  West  Hollywood  and  in  accordance  with  California  law  as 
a  patients'  cooperative  that  provides  medical  cannabis  to  bona  fide  patients,  many  of  whom 
are  too  ill  to  grow  cannabis  themselves  for  medical  use;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  LACRC  operated  in  cooperation  and  conjunction  with  the  duly  elected 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  West  Hollywood,  and  with  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Sheriff's  Department  and  its  duly  elected  sheriff,  in  order  to  provide  seriously  ill,  bona  fide 
patients  with  cannabis  to  be  used  for  medicinal  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Drug  Enforcement  Administration,  in  violation  of  the  will 
of  the  California  voters,  entered  the  LACRC  premises  on  October  25,  2001,  closed  down  the 
clinic,  and  seized  property  and  the  confidential  medical  records  of  registered  patients;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Attorney  subsequently  convened  a  grand  jury  to  indict 
the  patient-operators  of  the  LACRC,  to  the  detriment  of  several  hundred  seriously  ill 
Californians  who  must  now  rely  on  unregulated  black-market  sources  if  they  wish  to  access 
cannabis  to  treat  their  symptoms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  July  of  2002,  Bryan  Epis,  who  was  associated  with  the  Chico  Medical 
Marijuana  Caregivers,  was  sentenced  to  10  years  in  prison  after  a  trial  in  which  the  federal 
court  judge  excluded  medical  evidence,  and  Mr.  Epis  was  convicted  of  conspiracy  to  grow 
cannabis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  5,  2002,  armed  agents  of  the  United  States  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  entered  onto  the  private  premises  and  home  of  Valerie  and  Mike 
Corral,  threatening  the  Corrals  and  other  sleeping  patients  of  the  Wo/Men's  Alliance  for 
Medical  Marijuana  in  Santa  Cruz,  California;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Federal  agents  arrested  the  Alliance  directors,  handcuffed  handicapped 
patients  at  gunpoint,  and  destroyed  a  cannabis  crop  intended  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
approximately  250  gravely  ill  patients  of  the  nonprofit,  patient-run  cooperative;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  February  2003,  Edward  Rosenthal  was  convicted  in  a  federal  court  in 
California,  and  thus  he  could  be  sentenced  to  many  years  in  federal  prison  for  growing 
cannabis  starter  plants  for  people  who  were  too  ill  to  start  the  plants  themselves,  in  violation 
of  federal  laws,  by  a  jury  whose  members  have  said  subsequently  that  had  the  federal  court 
allowed  discussion  of  state  law  and  Mr.  Rosenthal's  deputation  by  the  City  of  Oakland,  they 
would  not  have  convicted  him;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  appears  to  be  an  ever-quickening  pace  of  arrest,  intimidation,  and 
harrassment  of  bona  fide  patients,  providers,  physicians,  and  caregivers  in  our  state,  by  the 
agents  of  the  federal  government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  authorities  have  already  arrested,  detained,  or  confiscated  the 
property  of  over  40  California  residents,  many  of  whom  were  working  in  cooperation  with  local 
elected  leaders  and  law  enforcement  officials  under  rights  given  to  them  under  Proposition 
215;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  attorneys  and  judges  responsible  for  prosecution  of  California 
residents  and  adjudication  of  medical  cannabis  cases  under  federal  law  have  kept  from  juries 
evidence  that  the  use  of  cannabis  for  medical  purposes  in  certain  cases  has  been  in 
accordance  with  state  statutes  and  case  law;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Members  of  juries  comprised  of  California  residents  have  expressed 
outrage  at  the  conduct  of  the  federal  attorneys  and  judges,  whom  the  jury  members  believe 
actively  mislead  them,  causing  them  to  hand  down  inappropriate  verdicts  against  defendants 
who  cultivated  cannabis  in  accordance  with  state  laws  and  local  ordinances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  egregious  conduct  against  California  residents  has  led  to  an 
undermining  of  confidence  in  the  courts  and  the  American  judicial  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Hinchey-Rohrbacher  amendment  to  the  Science-State-Justice- 
Commerce  Appropriations  bill  states  that  "None  of  the  funds  made  available  in  this  Act  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  may  be  used  to  prevent  the  states  of  Alaska,  Arizona,  California,

WHEREAS,  The  Property  requires  substantial  investment  to  repair  the  substructure 
and  bring  the  Property  up  to  modern  seismic  standards,  in  addition  to  the  costs  associated 
with  development,  including  rehabilitation  of  the  historic  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Exploratorium  is  in  a  unique  position  to  meet  the  State's,  Port's  and 
City's  public  purposes,  including  broadening  the  existing  mix  of  uses  by  bringing  major

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97

Resolution  supporting  the  right  of  women  to  breastfeed  in  public. 

WHEREAS,  Long-term  breastfeeding  has  been  proven  to  significantly  decrease  the 
incidence  and  severity  of  a  vast  array  of  infectious  diseases,  reduce  the  rates  of  sudden  infant 
death  syndrome  in  the  first  year  of  life,  and  has  been  associated  with  slightly  enhanced 
performance  on  tests  of  cognitive  ability;  and 

WHEREAS,  Breastfeeding  has  also  been  proven  to  have  significant  benefits  for 
mothers,  such  as  earlier  return  to  pre-pregnancy  weight,  decreased  risk  of  breast  cancer, 
decreased  risk  of  ovarian  cancer,  and  possibly  decreased  risk  of  hip  fractures  and 
osteoporosis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  recommends  that  women  feed  their 
babies  only  breast  milk  for  the  first  six  months  and  continue  breastfeeding  for  at  least  another 
six  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  general  recommendations  of  length  of  time  to  breastfeed  were  followed, 
there  are  estimates  that  Americans  would  save  $3.6  billion  in  annual  health  care  costs 
because  breast-fed  babies  often  require  less  medical  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Civil  Code  43.3  states  that  "Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  law  a  mother  may  breastfeed  her  child  in  any  location,  public  or  private,  except  the  private 
home  or  residence  of  another,  where  the  mother  and  the  child  are  otherwise  authorized  to  be 
present";  and 
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WHEREAS,  A  negative  statement  in  regards  to  breastfeeding  in  public  expressed  by 
Barbara  Walters  influenced  activists  to  strengthen  protests  and  launch  more  nation-wide 
"nurse-ins"  at  various  establishments;  and 

WHEREAS,  Less  than  one  third  of  women  are  nursing  after  six  months,  which  some 
doctors  accredit  to  embarrassment  and  the  difficulties  of  finding  spaces  where  nursing  seems 
acceptable;  and 

WHEREAS,  Creating  a  negative  or  embarrassing  image  of  breastfeeding  discourages 
women  from  breastfeeding  and  thus  reduces  the  positive  externalities  resulting  from  longer 
term  breastfeeding;  and 

WHEREAS,  Research  from  the  FDA  shows  that  the  degree  of  embarrassment  a 
mother  feels  about  breast-feeding  plays  a  bigger  role  in  determining  whether  she  is  likely  to 
do  so  than  household  income,  length  of  maternity  leave  or  employment  status;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

Resolution  stating  as  a  matter  of  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  any 
Development  Agreement  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval  concerning  the  proposed 
Trinity  Plaza  development  project  at  1177  Market  Street  should  contain  specified  unit 
affordability,  tenant  protection  provisions,  and  required  project  amenities  comparable 
to  those  currently  enjoyed  at  1169  Market  Street. 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Section  65864  et  seq.  authorizes  any  city, 
county,  or  city  and  county  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  development  of  real  property 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  county,  or  city  and  county;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  56  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  sets  forth  the 
procedure  by  which  any  request  for  a  development  agreement  will  be  processed  and 
approved  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  56.14  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  final  decision 
whether  to  approve  or  disapprove  a  proposed  development  agreement  rests  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  either  upon  a  recommendation  of  approval  from  the  Planning  Commission  or  an 
appeal  from  the  applicant/developer;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  56.7  of  the  Administrative  Code  sets  forth  a  list  of  mandatory  and 
permitted  contents  of  a  development  agreement,  which  may  include  "terms  or  conditions 
deemed  appropriate  in  light  of  the  facts  and  circumstances";  and 

WHEREAS,  Appropriate  development  of  the  site  at  1177  Market  Street  ("Trinity  Plaza") 
is  an  important  part  of  the  City's  ongoing  effort  to  revitalize  the  Mid-Market  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Currently  existing  on  the  Trinity  Plaza  site  is  a  residential  structure  with 
approximately  360  rent-controlled  residential  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  !t  is  the  present  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  not  to  approve  any 
proposed  development  agreement  for  Trinity  Plaza  that  does  not  contain  provisions  ensuring 
the  continued  affordability  of  units  on  the  site,  protecting  the  Existing  Tenants  (as  defined  in 
Section  1(b)  below)  from  displacement  due  to  the  proposed  future  development  of  the  site, 
and  substantially  maintaining  existing  amenities  in  the  project;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  states  as  a  matter  of  Board  policy 
that  any  Development  Agreement  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval  concerning  the 
proposed  Trinity  Plaza  development  project  must  contain  the  following  provisions: 

1 .       Replacement  Units. 

(a)  The  Trinity  Plaza  developer/landlord  ("Developer")  shall  provide  one-for-one 
replacement  in  the  new  development  of  the  360  rent-controlled  units  currently  existing  on  the 
Trinity  Plaza  site  ("Replacement  Units"). 

(b)  The  initial  rent  for  a  Replacement  Unit  to  be  occupied  by  an  Existing  Tenant  in 
the  new  development  shall  be  the  then-existing  rent  being  charged  said  Existing  Tenant  at  the 
time  of  relocation  to  the  Replacement  Unit.  The  Replacement  Units  shall  be  subject  to  the 
City's  Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance  (Chapter  37  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code)  for  the  life  of  the  building  and  so  long  as  the  aforementioned 
Ordinance,  or  a  similar  successor  ordinance  remains  in  effect,  whether  or  not  the  initial 
Existing  Tenant  moves  out  of  the  unit.  For  purposes  of  this  Agreement,  "Existing  Tenant" 
shall  mean  a  person  residing  at  Trinity  Plaza,  with  a  lease,  at  the  time  of  the  introduction  of 
this  Agreement  at  a  hearing  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

(c)  The  Developer  shall  assume  all  costs  associated  with  the  construction  of  the 
Replacement  Units  and  making  them  ready  for  occupancy.   None  of  these  initial  costs  of 
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construction  shall  be  passed  on  to  the  current  Trinity  Plaza  tenants  or  to  any  prospective 
tenants  who  would  occupy  any  of  the  Replacement  Units  or  BMR  Units. 

(d)  The  above  one-for-one  replacement  requirements  shall  apply  whether  or  not  any 
or  all  of  the  Existing  Tenants  choose  to  reside  in  the  new  development. 

2.  BMR  (Below  Market  Rate)  Units. 

The  minimum  number  of  BMR  Units  in  the  new  development  shall  be  the  number 
required  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  on  the  date  the  ordinance  approving  the 
Development  Agreement  becomes  effective,  based  on  the  number  of  units  in  the  project 
remaining  after  subtracting  the  number  of  Replacement  Units.  All  BMR  Units  shall  be 
provided  on  site.  A  Replacement  Unit  may  not  be  used  to  meet  the  City's  inclusionary 
housing  requirements. 

3.  Moving  Issues. 

(a)  The  Developer  shall  pay  moving  expenses  in  relocating  an  Existing  Tenant  from 
their  existing  unit  at  Trinity  Plaza  to  a  newly-constructed  unit  in  the  development,  including  but 
not  limited  to  any  one-time  utility  hook-up  fees  incurred  by  the  tenant  in  relocating  to  a  newly- 
constructed  unit  in  the  development,  and  each  new  unit  will  be  wired  for  telephone  and  cable 
access.  The  tenant  may  move  existing  landlord-provided  furnishings  into  the  Replacement 
Unit,  and  those  furnishings  will  thereafter  belong  to  the  tenant.  The  Developer  shall  not 
require  a  new  security  deposit  in  order  for  the  tenant  to  move  into  the  newly-constructed  unit, 
but  shall  transfer  the  tenant's  existing  security  deposit  to  the  new  unit  he  or  she  moves  into. 

(b)  Any  Existing  Tenant  whose  unit  may  be  reasonably  impacted  by  the 
construction  of  the  replacement  units  may  apply  for  relocation  within  Trinity  Plaza.  The 
Developer  shall,  to  the  extent  reasonably  feasible,  attempt  to  relocate  the  Existing  Tenant  to  a 
similar  unit  within  Trinity  Plaza  at  a  location  removed  from  the  proposed  construction  of  the 
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Replacement  Units,  also  known  as  the  development  of  Building  A.  All  reasonable  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Existing  Tenant  in  relocating  shall  be  borne  by  the  Developer. 

4.  Trinity  Plaza,  Existing  Tenant's  Right  to  Occupy  a  Newly  Constructed  Unit  in  the 
New  Development  and  Lifetime  Leases. 

(a)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  first  new  tower,  the  Developer  shall  notify  the 
Existing  Tenants  that  they  have  the  right  to  occupy  a  newly  constructed  unit  in  Building  A.  It  is 
anticipated  that  each  floor  of  Building  A  will  contain  20  Replacement  Units.  Developer  shall 
designate  the  units  on  floors  1  through  23  as  the  Replacement  Units. 

(b)  Each  Existing  Tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Replacement  Unit  of  the  same  size  or 
larger  than  his  or  her  existing  unit  at  Trinity  Plaza.  Existing  Tenants  shall  have  the  right  to 
select  the  Replacement  Unit  of  their  choice  as  follows: 

(i)  Floor  2  through  9  -  Existing  Tenants  shall  have  a  choice  of  18  out  of  20 
units  excepting  the  two  units  facing  Mission  Street  -  total  144  units; 

(ii)  Floors  10  through  19  -  Existing  Tenants  shall  have  a  choice  of  17  units 
excepting  two  units  facing  Mission  and  one  unit  facing  northwest  -  total  140  units; 

(iii)  Floors  20  and  21  -  Existing  Tenants  shall  have  a  choice  of  16  units, 
excepting  two  units  facing  Mission  and  two  units  facing  Market  -  total  32  units;  and, 

(iv)  Floors  22  and  23  -  Existing  Tenants  shall  have  their  choice  of  seven  units 
facing  east,  excepting  two  units  facing  north  and  two  units  facing  south  -  total  14  units. 

Any  conflict  among  Existing  Tenants  in  selecting  units  shall  be  resolved  by  seniority 

status. 

(c)  An  Existing  Tenant  and  his  or  her  existing  roommate  or  future  spouse  or 
domestic  partner  shall  be  entitled  to  a  lifetime  lease  in  the  Replacement  Unit  in  Building  A. 

5.  Size  of  Newly  Constructed  Units;  Other  Amenities. 
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(a)  The  Developer  shall  provide  Replacement  Units  that  are  comparable  in 
amenities,  style,  function,  design  and  layout  with  the  studio  units  in  the  other  towers  and  the 
project  as  a  whole.  All  studio  units  will  be  larger  than  existing  units.  In  Building  A,  they  will  be 
approximately  460  square  feet.  Each  unit  will  incorporate  two  large  windows  (6'  by  6').  Each 
unit  will  contain  a  full  walk-in  closet.  The  kitchen  will  be  a  full  operable  standard  kitchen 
including  a  stovetop,  oven,  microwave,  full-size  refrigerator,  and  garbage  disposal.  Each  unit 
will  contain  one  full  bath  with  a  sink,  standard  size  bathtub,  medicine  cabinet  and  toilet.  There 
will  be  a  second  closet  at  the  front  entry  for  guests. 

(b)  There  will  be  an  adequate  laundry  room  with  a  minimum  of  two  washers  and 
three  dryers  and  a  trash/recycling  room  on  each  floor. 

(c)  A  free  fitness  center  will  be  provided  to  the  Existing  Tenants  when  the  phased 
construction  of  the  project  is  complete. 

(d)  A  multi-purpose  room  of  at  least  1 ,000  square  feet  will  be  provided  in  the  new 
development  free  of  charge  and  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  tenants. 

(e)  The  Developer  shall  provide  a  children's  playground  of  at  least  225  square  feet 
on  the  site  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  tenants,  which  gated  children's  playground  shall  be 
available  for  use  at  the  time  Building  A  is  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy. 

6.  Private  Right  of  Action.  In  addition  to  the  options  available  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  enforce  the  Development  Agreement,  the  Existing  Tenants  shall 
have  a  private  right  of  action  against  the  Developer,  but  not  against  the  City,  to  enforce  the 
tenant  protection  provisions  contained  in  this  Agreement  with  attorneys'  fees  and  costs 
awarded  to  the  prevailing  party  in  any  court  action.

Resolution  urging  California  Legislature  to  draft  and  pass  a  bill  concerning  exposure 
to  depleted  uranium  by  members  of  the  armed  forces  who  return  to  California  after 
service  in  the  military. 

WHEREAS,  Depleted  uranium  (DU)  is  a  by-product  from  the  process  that  enriches 
natural  uranium  ore  for  use  as  fuel  in  nuclear  reactors  and  nuclear  weapons.  It  is  highly 
dense,  radioactive,  and  a  heavy  metal  with  both  offensive  and  defensive  military  applications; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Vast  amounts  of  DU-tipped  armaments  and  armor  have  been  used  by 
U.S.  and  allied  forces  in  both  Gulf  wars  and  in  the  Balkans,  including  127  tons  of  DU  shells 
used  in  Iraq  in  2004  alone;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DU  penetrator  fragments  and  jackets/casings  can  be  found  lying  on  the 
surface,  buried  within  shallow  ground  around  targeted  areas,  and  in  areas  where  tanks  came 
into  combat;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Health  effects  depend  on  the  route  and  magnitude  of  exposure  (ingestion, 
inhalation,  skin  contact  or  wounds),  and  the  characteristics  of  the  DU  (such  as  particle  size, 
chemical  form,  and  solubility);  and, 

WHEREAS,  DU  munitions  vaporize  on  contact  and  generate  contaminated  dust  which 
is  easily  inhaled  into  the  lungs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  German  study  (2002)  indicated  that  DU  molecules  can  travel  to  different 
parts  of  the  body,  including  sperm  and  eggs  damaging  genes  and  increasing  the  risk  of 
cancer;  and,

Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Property  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
any  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  Easement  Agreement,  including  without  limitation, 
completion  of  the  exhibits,  and  to  take  any  and  all  steps  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  any  and  all  certifications,  notices,  consents,  agreements, 
memorandum  and  other  documents)  that  the  Director  of  Property  determines,  in  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  do  not  materially  increase  the 
obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and 
intent  of  the  Easement  Agreement  or  this  resolution,  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable 
laws,  including  City's  charter.
